EL PASO, Texas— The serious 


situation in Chihuahua as the result 
of the Sonora revolt against the 
Carranza government 
was brought 


home to border residents today with 
announcement of the fall of Chihua- 
hua City, state capital, and the 
statement that Col. Augustin Mora 
of the Juarez garrison had left that 
city and was on his way to Mexico 
City for a conference with' Pres, 
Carranza. 


Almost simultaneously 'with

nouncement from Juarez admitting 
the state capitol was in the hands 
of the rebels it was stated that Eli 
Dela 0, civilian commander of the 
loyal'troops at Chihuahua City was 
on his way to Juarez with the rem- 
nant of his command and was ex- 
pected here today. Both _Gen. Esco- 
bar and Col. Hlora last night issued 
statements declaring their loyalty 
to the Carranza government and 
pledging their honor as soldiers to 
the defense of Juarez.

"AUTONOMOUS DEVELOPMENT" 


ON THE JOB—Why Not a Roof for TMs Chim ney- 


•wT WAS a heartrending account of the sufferings of the people 
1 of Central Europe which Dr. H. J. Schuh gave in his address 
Thursday evening, and nowhere have the woes of the people 
been more deep than in Austria-Hungary, the country which 
President Wilson represented, when talking of America's war 
aims, as entitled to special consideration and generosity. The 
war, he said, "was not to end in vinidcative action of any kind." 
and no nation was to be "robbed or punished because irrespon- 
sible rulers of a single country have done a deep and abominable 
wrong." 


And yet Dr. Schuh says a million, most of the number chil- 


dren, starred to death from the blockade^ 


Austria before the war was, next to Russia, the largest 


country in Europe, and one of the richest and most resourceful. 
Now it is one of the smaJlest, about the size of Ireland. She 
has lost her coal lands and her mineral lands. She had 55,- 
000,000 inhabitants, now she has 6,500,000. 


Worse terms have been inflicted upon Austria than upon 


Germany, although President Wilson represented Austria as the 
victim of the ambition of German war lords. 


With her seaport gone, with her factories shut down for 


want of coal and raw material, no wonder the people are in blank 
despair. And no wonder there is, as Dr. Shuh said, more danger'. 
of bolshevism than of a restoration of any form of monarchy. 


On Dec. 4. 1917, President Wilson commended the senti- 


ment back of the Russian formula, "No annexations, no contribu- ^ 
lions, no punitive damages" and said "We wish to see the place 
of the people of Austria assured-among the nations and the coun- 
try accorded the freest opportunities for autonomous develop- 
ment.7' 


What a screaming mockery of "autonomous development" 


has been provided by the peace treaty whose ratification Presi- 
dent Wilson insists shall be made the leading issue in the ap- 
proaching campaign.

HE forces which have been planning to make Herbert Hoover 


the next president have been stirred up by editorials in 


Wallaces' Farmer, published at Des Moines, Iowa, and by an 
article published in Reconstruction, written by Alfred W. Mc- 
Cann, a famous food expert of New York. 


In brief these are the facts stressed by both these reliable 


agricultural authorities: 


In January, 191S, Mr. Hoover cabled Lord Rhondda, Food 


Controller of Great Britain: "We will export every grain of 
wheat that the American people save from their normal produc- 
tion." This was in response to England's call for 75,000,000 
bushels cf wheat. 


It had been forseen that the price of wheat would jump to 


$3.50 a bushel and perhaps go much higher. To keep the price 
down Mr. Hoover induced Congress to fix its war value at half 
what it would otherwise have attained. The price of wheat 
substitutes was left untouched. The price of corn should ha.ve 
been fixed at SI, to have kept it in proportion with wheat. Corn 
jumped to ?2.50 a bushel. 
Concentrated commercial feeds for 


live stock advanced from S2S a ton to S66. 


Millers and breakfast food concerns began profiteering. One 


concern which, before the wheat price was fixed, had paid in 
dividends 11 per cent on its common stock and 12 per cent on its 
preferred stock paid 52 per cent on its common and 53 per cent 
on its preferred stotk. 


Pretesting against laws which they declared would cost 


America hundreds of millions of dollars E. C. Lasater and Gifford 
Pinchot resigned from Mr. Hoover's staff. 


Corn at $2.50 a bushel could not be fed to hogs except at a 


great loss. 


Some idea of what the milk producers were up against in 


their feed bills may be gained from the fact that in January, 
(1919), the wholesale price of gluten feed was 578.90 a ton as 
against $35 in January', 1916. 


The farmers began to see that it was Mr. Hoover's policy 


to employ the soft pedal to highly organized and unified cliquers 
in trade who might oppose him, while the farmers, incapable 
of applying pressure had to take whatever was given them. 


But all the while appeals were made to the farmers to pro- 


duce food and produce abundantly, patriotism demanded it, 
profit or no profit. 


Especially was there need for increased pork production. 


But the tendency was !•> produce fewer hogs, on account of the 
price of corn, and sell .,;r;iin. 


So therefore Mr. Hoover decided to stimulate hog produc- 


tion by assuring farmers that if they would produce hogs they 
•would get relatively a higher price for hogs than for corn. But 
he never made good on these assurances. 


He announced in November, 1917, that so far as he could 


influence prices he would make the hogs farrowed in the spring 
of 191S, fetch a price when ready for market that would equal 
the price of 13 bushels of corn fed to them. 


This promise by Mr. Hoover was printed in pamphlet form 


and circulated among farmers everywhere. It was accepted. 
It was regarded as a government promise. Hog raising had 
been a losing- business but this would make it profitable. 


But in October, 1918, it became apparent that Mr. Hoover 


did not propose to carry out his share of the arrangement made 
with the farmers. 
He announced that hogs would sell during 


that month for about $18 per 100, which was S2.50 per 100 less 
than what he had promised. He also announced that a mini- 
mum price of. $15.50 would be maintained, which would mean a 
loss of about $5. 


If Mr. Hoover had frankly said that hog production had ex- 


ceeded his expectations, and that much as he regretted it, he 
found it would be impossible for the government to make good 
its promise, the fanners would have been disappointed, bat 
would have accepted it as a war loss. 


But Wallace's Farmer shows he tried to evade liis promise,
